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Waste not, Want not: The Energy Crisis 


We call ourselves consumers and glorify our own waste by saying “It's our standard of living.” We 
consume 63% of all natural gas produced in the world, 33% of all petroleum, and 44% of all coal, yet 
we represent less than seven percent of the world’s population. At this rate of consumption, the earth’s 
supply of these fuels will be expended within the lifetime of our children. If the rest of the world 
consumed fuel energy as we do, it would not last one year! Will we stop calling ourselves “consumers” 
and start conserving?

And this is only the 
first step in a manufacturing process. Converting finished steel into useful products takes additional 
energy. Since auto and truck manufacturers are the largest single users of steel, we want to acquaint 
you with our flow chart, showing LONG AND SHORT AUTO PARTS RECYCLING. 
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Consider, for example, how wasteful it is to melt down a good running engine, re-cast, bore, grind and 
mill it, then install hundreds of parts (pistons, rings, crank and cam, and all components and seals, each 
requiring manufacturing), only to wind up with the same engine we started with! It’s happening every day. 
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THE ONLY FUEL ENERGY NEEDED TO RECYCLE A USED PART BY THE SHORT (OR DIRECT) 
CYCLE, IS WHATEVER IS REQUIRED TO TEST AND CLEAN IT. THE SAVINGS IN FUEL ENERGY 
IS INCALCULABLE. 


The auto and truck salvage industry has been practicing conservation and reoycling for over seventy 
years. It does not advocate a change in life style, but rather in attitude. Americans must develop a 
new respect for products that are still useful. It is up to us to preserve, for future generations, the fuel 
energy and mineral resources we've inherited from our predecessors.

What is a Used Part? 


To better understand what a used part is, let’s 
use your own car as an example. 
car is mechanically sound. You've properly 
maintained and serviced it. Now, suppose your 
car is demolished. Repairing it would require a 
fender and hood, a bumper and other front 
sheet metal. It might also need the right suspen- 
sion, and possibly even a section of the frame. 
In other words, the right front corner of your 
car would be junk. 


Assume your 


But the rest of your car - doors, interior, glass, 
engine and transmission, and all the power and 
air - these parts would still be good. If your car 
were repaired, no thought would be given to any 
part except the damaged right front corner. The 
balance of your car was good before the wreck, 
and will still be serviceable after it has been re- 
paired. And if your car is totalled out, then the 
undamaged portion becomes clean, dependable 
used parts.

Your car would be purchased by a dismantler 
(parts recycler). Depending on the efficiency 
of the recycler’s operation, the car would pro- 
bably be inventoried and dismantled. Each part 
would then be individually tested, cleaned and 
binned - ready for sale. Because of the yearly 
model changes, and since there is little standar- 
dization even within the same make, your parts 
would eventually find their way back sonto the 
identical car you drove. 


The term “used part’ does not denote age. 
Used parts are available for antiques as well as 
the current models. If you consider a part 
“sed” on a ’80 model, then the car is also 
“used”, In other words, the ‘‘used part” is 
either as old, or as new, as the car it will be 
installed on. 


There is a saying within the trade - “ALL CARS 
DRIVE ON USED PARTS” - you are driving 
on them. 


USED PARTS” 
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Availability ! 


Most people, especially domestic car owners, be- 
lieve that the dealer (and certainly the manu- 
facturer) has enough new replacement parts on 
hand to make any type of repair. This is simply 
not true. New replacement parts are in critically 
short supply. 


The energy crisis is responsible for part of the 
problem. There is over 100 pounds of plastic on 
the average car. Plastic is made from oil. It is 
found in every part of an automobile: the sus- 
pension and steering, power and air, brakes, 
engine and transmission, and of course, the 
interior trim and upholstery. It is not a ques- 
tion of economics, but availability. There isn’t 
enough plastic to go around. 


Another reason for the new parts shortage is the 
many different models being made, and the 
yearly style changes. With no standardization 
between cars and year-to-year, the number of 
different types of parts needed to effect all re- 
pairs runs into the millions! Yes, millions of 
different types of parts, each one requiring its 
own manufacturing. 


Suppose, for example, that your car was hit 
hard in the side. The dealer might be able to 
supply new doors, but your car would also need 
glass, seals, a crank and handle, hinges and a 
lock. Possibly the center post needs replacing, 
and maybe even the roof moldings are damaged.

How is your car to be repaired if some of these 
parts are not available new? The shop has two 
choices: straighten (or make-shift) the damaged 
parts, or buy them used. 


Rarely is a used part not available. The reason 
is that recyclers buy whole cars, rather than 
parts. And since he buys a selection of cars, he 
might have two or more of each type. If the 
needed parts are damaged on one of his units, 
they will probably be good on another one. 
This is why the recycler can usually furnish 
parts in a day or two, where it might take the 
new parts dealer weeks, or even months. 


Naturally, with so many makes and models, 
even the recycler can’t have every part for every 
car in stock. On occasion, he must locate the 
parts in another yard. The recycling industry 
uses a system of inventorying, inter-yard com- 
munication, and pricing and shipping that is 
even more sophisticated than the new parts 
makers’. 


Through computers and a private telephone sys- 
tem called LONG LINES! one recycler can lo- 
cate (even cross-country) the needed parts, de- 
scribe and price them, then order them shipped 
for delivery the following day! This assures a 
constant flow of used parts for virtually any 
car or truck ever made. 


The Advantages of the Assembly 


Used parts are sold as assemblies, When a re- 
cycler sells a door, for example, it has all the 
related and attached parts on it because it was 
assembled in the factory. It has the glass and 
crank mechanism, hinges, controls, seals and 
lock and the handle; twenty-five or more indivi- 
dual pieces if bought new. 


Because it is factory-assembled, the used door 
glass rolls up and down smoothly, the locks and 
seals are properly installed, and as a unit, the 
door is tight and rattle-free. Installing it is a 
simple matter of bolting the hinges to the door 
jamb. A good used door assembly eliminates 
the chance for error in the finished job. 


It is also invaluable when aligning the rest of the 
body. When a car is hit, just about any-portion 
of the body and frame can shift. Realigning is 
easy, as long as there is an undamaged major 
body part to use as a gauge. A used door assem- 
bly is considered an ideal gauge. It allows the 
body repair man to achieve perfect alignment. 


We've just discussed one type of assembly: one 
that is bolted together. Now, as an experiment, 
raise the trunk lid of your car. What do you 
see? Each and every piece is welded into a unit: 
the inner and outer fender wells, the floor, up- 
per and lower trunk panel, body supports and 
braces, and the seal retainers. So many indivi- 
dual parts, with the fit of each dependent upon 
the others. If just one part is misassembled, the 
trunk lid might not fit, or the tail lights or mol- 
dings, or possibly the bumper. The rear body 
will not align. 


The manufacturer has invested hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in assembly jigs to assure 
proper alignment of the body. But these jigs are 
not available to the repair man in the body 
shop. 


Now notice the seams, joints and welds of your 
trunk area, and the caulking. It is almost impos- 
sible to reproduce the “‘factory assembled look”’ 
ina shop. 


A used rear body is installed in one section, ra- 
ther than thirty or more parts. There’s little 
chance for error with the finished job. The 
trunk will be water and air tight, and no one 
will be able to identify the car as having been 
wrecked. Its resale value will be higher. 


Every part of the body represents an assembly. 
The cowl, with the dash, instruments and trim, 
contains over one thousand parts. Imagine hav- 
ing to put one together from scratch. Even the 
roof has more than twelve parts welded toget- 
her, and the fit of each is critical to sealing out 
water, dust and road noises. One roof part, im- 
properly aligned, will cause the car to whistle on 
the highway, the glasses will not roll up 
smoothly, the moldings will not fit, and it will 
probably leak water. 


The same is true with mechanical parts and sus- 
pension. A used knee action can be supplied 
with upper and lower control arms, spindle, ball 
joints and with the brake assembly attached. 
Installing the unit requires only a few bolts and 
adjustment. The same holds true with a rear 
end. A used rear end can be purchased with the 
differential, axles and housing, and even springs 
and shocks, as one assembly. 
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“Are Used Parts serviceable?” 


The recycler depends on repeat business within 
the trade for his continued growth. The basis 
for repeat business is the dependability of his 


parts. How does the recycler know his parts are 
still serviceable? Because of MID-LIFE IN- 
SPECTION. | 


Each salvage vehicle, as it is bought, is thor- 
oughly inspected. The recycler will check the 
mileage (and note it on inventory), check the 
interior and undercarriage, the water and oil, 
check the sheet metal for previous damage, and 
the tire run-out. He will even note the last oil 
change and lube on the door jamb. He looks for 
signs that tell whether the vehicle was cared for 
or abused. The general condition becomes a 
part of his permanent record. 


Now, suppose a shop needs the left front sus- 
pension off the car you totalled. The recycler’s 
inventory shows that your car was clean, and 
that the suspension. was not damaged in the 
wreck. It will be unbolted from the frame and 
inspected. The ball joints, seals, spindle, and 
upper and lower control arms - each individual 
piece will be checked to assure that, as an 
assembly, the suspension is still tight and ser- 
viceable. Testing.is easy when a part is off the 
car, and far more accurate than if still attached 


The recycler knows the general condition of a 
vehicle before the wreck, and visually inspects 
the individual parts. With some parts, testing 
will include electronic equipment. There are 
special tests for engines and transmissions. Rear 
ends are tested for backlash and end play, and 
axle bearings are checked for flat spots. A re- 
cycler knows how to test and inspect his parts. 


Sheet metal inspection is quite simple. Glass 
and seals can be checked for tightness and fit, 
the metal can be “rapped’’ to determine pre- 
vious damage and repair, and the welds, seams 
and caulking can be inspected for the “factory 
assembled” look. 


A good repair begins with quality parts: MID- 
LIFE INSPECTION .is an important service 
which the parts recycler renders his customers. 
The flaws and defects of original manufacture 
will generally show up in the early miles. A 
used part has already passed this, road test. 


The only remaining question to be answered is, 
“How long will a used part last?” Possibly the 
best reply is, “Whether new or used replace- 
ment parts have been installed, RARELY IS 
THE SAME PART REPLACED TWICE DUR- 
ING THE LIFE OF A VEHICLE.”

What is a Used Engine? 


Today’s car engine is cast, milled, ground, po- 
lished and assembled in computerized plants by 
technicians rather than mechanics and electroni- 
cally tested at each stage of assembly with 
sonics, light beams and X-ray. Though more 
than 9,000,000 new engines are manufactured 
yearly, each is made with the precision of a 
fine watch. With proper servicing, a new engine 
will deliver over 100,000 miles. No other faci- 
lity can duplicate the exacting assembly tech- 
niques of the manufacturer. An engine re- 
builder, for all his effort, can, at best, squeeze 
another 50,000 miles out of an engine once 
worm out. First, because he doesn't have the 
sophisticated tools and testing equipment of the 
manufacturer and also because of the inherent 
problem of plugged and welded cylinder heads 
and blocks, sleeved and oversized cylinder walls, 
ground and welded cam and crankshafts (a re- 
builder will pin and weld a crankshaft that was 
broken in two). A rebuilt engine is a poor 
substitute for a new one, and its value as a re- 
placement is questioned.

However, it is possible to buy new engine ser- 
viceability without paying new engine price. A 
used factory assembled engine with 20,000 or 
30,000 miles on it will still have almost 100,000 
miles more use left. No one is more aware of 
this than the taxicab and trucking companies 
who will replace an engine two or three times 
during the 500,000 mile life of a vehicle. Ser- 
vice records indicate that they get almost as 
many miles out of the used replacement engine 
as they got from the original. 


Since a used engine is sold complete with heads, 
manifolds, water and fuel pump, distributor, 
wires and coil, a worn out engine can be re- 
placed in its entirety, rather than just the short 
block. ‘These parts will give service equal to the 
replacement engine, and with all these parts 
attached, it is easily installed in one day. Labor 
to install is cut almost in half, with less down 
time to the vehicle.

America is the ultimate beneficiary of the used parts industry. The industry provides 


collection and disposal sites for inoperative vehicles throughout the Nation thus 
assuring a dependable flow of vehicle scrap to scrap processors. The industry is a 
major conserver of fuel energy and mineral resources. When the policies the used parts 
industry advocates are adopted (1) to extend vehicle lives to their maximum, and (2) 
to achieve maximum recycling of inoperative vehicles, our Nation will have reduced 
its present annual energy demand by one hundred billion kwh. The used parts 
industry’s potential to help America conserve energy and non-replaceable mineral 


resources is incalculable. 


Possibly 10 million Americans with marginal income are able to maintain personal 
transportation solely because they have access to serviceable used repair parts. The 
used parts industry serves the consumer by (1) making available a dependable supply 
of repair parts, by (2) supplying these parts pre-assembled so repairs can be easily 
made, and by (3) offering used parts for sale at a price that makes consumer repairs 
affordable. The used parts industry is responsible for causing comprehensive and 


collision insurance rates to be reduced to a third. 


Finally, the used parts industry has a profound affect on most segments of the auto- 
motive aftermarket. Many of the aftermarket industries could not exist in their 


present form, if denied a dependable supply of used parts. 


The best demonstration of the value of the used parts industry might be the 30 
million vehicles now in service which were repaired with used parts. These vehicles 
could have been destroyed, with only a marginal benefit to anyone. 
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
